K«7 West, Fla.. Myt: Mr. Calhoan 
goet home puzzled. He U to sail on the 
Ward line steamer. Many contradictory 
■tones of the inaorrection have been 
poured into hit ear. He has declined to 
be interriewed. but tout corrMpondent 
has an absolute anthstitf M to thena- 
tore of his riews. 

Mr. Calhoan is for peaoe, if peace be 
possible, and if need be for war. He 
will reoommend that the war here be 
■t<q>ped •( all haaaida. He will nxge in 
-support of this position the conditions 
of Americana and American interests 
here, end with more foroe the friirhtfol 
condition of the coontrj folk, which he 
knows from personal ezpeiienoe. And 
so in the lona ran Mr. Cfalhoan will see 
Ftesident McKinley, and with what- 
•rer weight he has as the personal rep- 
resentative here ¥rill snfrgest that Spain 
be toM that the war on wf^men and 
children in the island of Cnba mast 
cease. 

Personally, Mr. Calhonn is not in 
Rympathy \i'ith the jingoes. Bat his 
heart has been stirred by the woes of 
the wretched and Bturvin^. He has 
said as much, and when lie pets Mr. 
McKinlcy'H car ho will nrKc tluit Spain 
be asked diplomatically to stop tlio war. 
He will dwi'll upon the po^^sibility of 
the Rood oftices of the United .States 
pov'/rnment, but in the end Mr. Cal- 
houn, with tlie memory of Matan/as 
npon him, with the memory of the dy- 
inp and the lack of coffins, will snppest 
tliat Pre.-iideut McKinley use what 
means he can to stop this war of exter- 
mination. 

The Americans who met Mr. Cal- 
houn, and for tliat matter the 8pani-ih, 
too, feel that he w ill tell President Mc- 
Kinley what he felt when he went into 
a reconcentrution liouso at Matrinzas. 
where a man was rtvinp. and learned 
that the weepinp woinnu and her chil- 
dren were not pivc n food bcause it wa.s 
reported that they had relatives among 
the rebels. 

Mr. Calhoan said that while he woe 
merely counsel to General Lee in the 
Raiz case, he coald not be supposed to 
remain here with eyes and ears closed. 
That, interpreted, means that he is to 
re{K)rt on the progress of the insurrec- 
tion, the c(mditi()n of the country, and 
saggest a possible remedy for tlu> evils 
which have fallen npon stricken Cuba. 

The Ruiz investigation is closed. As 
predicted, the matter is ezactlv where 
General Lee left it in February last. At 
the conolosion of the investigation Dr. 
Congosto prepared a report which he re- 
quested Oener^ Lee to sign. In it he 
said that Ruiz had been treated as a 
guest of the nation ; bad a mattress and 
pillows, good food, the attention of 
norses, and in fact all that any man 
oonld wish. This, in reality, was based 
npon evidence wiiioh General Lee de- 
clined to consider. So General Lee de- 
clined positivelv to Isign the report. 

Then General Lee submitted a report 
setting forth strongly the fact that Roia 
was Kept 816 hours incommunicado; 
that it was known that he was an 
American citizen, and that 8I^^h solitary 
detention was in absolute disregard to 
the treaty : that he died wliile so held 
incommanlcado, and that as these facts 
are admitted the claim must hold good. 
Dr. Congosto declined to sicm this. 

Then as each had declined to sign the 
other's report, an attempt was made to 
dntw up a report which woold nerebf 
cover the acknowledged facts. Thu 
was done, the report embodying What 
everyone knows— that Roia was arrest- 
ed on a certain date and died on a cer- 
tain date. This both signed, tmt with 
the imderstanding that eaoh would im- 
mediately report to his government his 
version oiP the investigation. 

General LeeV report goes to Wash- 
ington at once. He says that absolute 
evidence bearing upon the manner in 
which Ruiz reoeived the blow which 
killed him is unobtainable because of 
ruling conditions, but as he would have 
been alive in all probability had he been 
kept only 78 hours incommunicado, as 
the treaty provides, the American claim 
is proved. That is the whole story of 
the Ruiz investigation. Mr. Calhoun 
will support General Lee absolutely. 

The war for food has begun in Ha- 
vana. In Anton Kecio street on May 31 
four small shopkeepers were murdered 
most brutally, one Vicing decapitated 
and the skull crushi d with a hammer. 
The money was left m the tills. The 
crimes were committed for food only. 

A captain, lieutenant and 58 soldiers 
have been brniipht liere as {)ri8oniTa 
from Campo Florido and condemne<l to 
be shot bi-cause they sold armi and 
medicines to the Cubans. 

WAfiHiNOTOX, June 4,— Captain W. 
D. Smith of the Cuban army, and said 
to have formerly been on the staff of 
General Gomez, was before a subcom- 
mittee of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations yesterday. He supplied 
thQ oommittiee with many details as to 
the strength of the insurgent fon^es and 
of their resources, and also furnished 
them with muoh information conceru- 
Ing the treatment of paoUioos and other 
NHdentS of Cuba by Spaniards. His 
testimony was strictly guarded by the 
oommittee as p rivate.

■WA.SinsOTON, .Tv.ne 1.— The senate 
again made good juoirress on the tariflf 
bill yejiterday. COY. ring about iO pages 
of the metal schedule and almost com- 
pleting It. The formal contest against 
the measare was maintained, bat all 
amendments tending to change the bill 
as reported were voted down and the 
finance tHjmmittee sustained. The de- 
bate was mainly of a technical charac- 
ter, the Republican senators continuing 
the policy of refraining from making 
speeches. 

Before the tariff bill was taken up 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina gave 
the senate another hoar of e.\citiug con- 
troversy over the proposed sugar mves- 
tigation. Ho defenaed himself from 
published charges relative to his adniiu- 
istnitioii of the governorship of South 
Carolina, and tlien moved tliat the com- 
mittee havinp charge of the sngar reso- 
latiou be discharged from further con- 
sideration of it, thus bringing the sub- 
ject directly before the senate. 

Mr. Gallinger or New Hampshire, in 
behalf of the committee, made a spirit- 
ed protest against this coarse, and also 
urged that the senate shoald not tarn 
aside tsbm. ite pnblio work to investi- 
gate charges aflfeoting the private char- 
acter of senators. 

There was frequent livelj exchanges 
between Mr. Tillman, Mr. GtalUnger 
and Mr. Jonee of Nevada, bnt in the 
end Mr. Tillman withdrew his motion. 

A bill was passed for a pnbUo build- 
ing at San Angelo. Tex., to cost $100,- 

000. 

Mr. Vest of Miaaoori offered a resolu- 
te on, which waa adopted, reciting that 
the skeletons of the American soldiers 
killed at Bueua Vista in 1847 were now 
exhumed and asking the state depart- 
ment to investigate the subject anl re- 
port the facts to congress. A letter was 
read in this connection from Consul 
General Crittenden saying the matter 
shoald receive the attention of the au- 
thorities at Washington. A clipping 
was enclosed stating that the bones of 
American soldiers were bleaching in 
the son. ^^^^

WAmnxoToir, Jnne 4.~The hoase 

proceedings yesterday were enlivened 
by a Kiuple incident, the attempt of Mr. 
Terry (Dem., Ark.) to secure considera- 
tion as a privileged matter of a resola- 
tioii for the immediate appointmeu*. of 
the committee on foreign attairs. It 
was ruled out of order, and an appeal 
taken from the decision of the chair 
was laid on the table by a strict party 
vote. Mr. Simpson, the Popnlist leader, 
was absent and sevonil bills were passed 
\fj unanimous consent. The Fry bill to 
prevent collisions on certain harbors, 
rivers and inland waters of the United 
States, and the senate resolution for the 
relief of the El Paso flood sufferers 
amended so as to make the appropria- 
tion $10,000 available oat of the unex- 
pended balance of the appropriation for 
the Mississippi flood sufferers, were 
passed and tne conference report on the 
Indian appropriation bill was adopted.

CalUtoralaM That VallMl to Ftad Um Ad-

San Fkanl'I.'<c (), Juno 4. — All is not 
harmony in the Brotherhood of South 
Sea £)olonists that left this port on the 
brig Percy Edwards about three months 
ago in search of a site for a colony on 
one of the islands of the South Paciflo 
ocean. One of the niembers of the col- 
ony in a letter posted at Suva, the cap- 
ital of the Fiji islands, says that Cap- 
tain Peterson, the sailing master of the 
vessel, has assumed the power of a czar. 
The governor of the Fiji islands had 
not given the colonists much encourage- 
ment in their attempt to settle in the 
South seas and they were refused a 
landing on any of the islands of the 
Fiji group. 

The writer said that the vessel was 
preparing to sail for the Samoan group 
imd if no more encouragement was 
^ven them there, an attem^it would be 
made to land on the Solomons. Shoald 
tney be ordered away from there the 
vessel woold be headed for home. 

This ia the par«T that was organized 
to go to Henmt island where the main 
inhabitants had all been killed off in a 
war among themselFes, leaving the 
women alone on the island. 

Anothor Striko Threatened. 

New Tors, June 4.— Notice will be 
served on the cloak manofaoturers that 

their employes are preparing for a 
strike wliich will rival in magnitude 
tJie tailors' strike. The cloak makers 
are 10.000 strong and claim to bo thor- 
oughly organized. The men say, 
through Swretary Brass, that they can 
not exist under the prtsent rate of 
wages. If the manufacturers refuse to 
attend the conference to wliioh tliey 
haVe been invited, the men declare that 
they will go oat on a strike on the 
15tb inst. 



STORM VISITS TEXAS 

Several People Hurt and Much 
Property DMtroyed. 



WHEAT AND 0A18 CROP RUINED.

Dallv", June 4. — One of the severest 
wind and rainstorms prevailed through- 
out a good portion of north Texas that 
has been experienced in many years. 
The wheat and oats crops are jost about 
ripe for harvesting and fean are ex- 
pressed frctn aU sooroea that these crops 
have been greatly damaged though it is 
a.s yet impossible to estimate the extent 
of the injury done. 

At Fort Worth the blow was unu.su- 
ally severe in a portion of tlio city, some 
20 residences in two wards wore blown 
from their foundations and otherwise 
damaged, be^ides injury t-o l arn.s, shells 
and small store buildings. One church 
was struck by lightning and ctmsider- 
ably torn up. The rain was so heavy 
that street car traffic was stopped, cel- 
lars flooded and the streets were impas- 
sable for a time. The area damaged in 
tliis city is half a mile by :.00 yards, and 
the damage is etitimated at not less than 
$16,000. 

At Arlington, 10 miles east of Fort 
Worth, a doz. n or more houses were 
blown off their blool-:s or unnnifed, and 
a number of housi s on tne prairie for 
several miles around the town shared a 
like fate. The justice of the peace of 
the praclnct, S. 6. Lasater, and I. J. 
Prose were in a tenement house which 
was blown to atoms, both men being 
badly hurt, tha former, it is feared, fa- 
tally. 

At Grand Prairie, four miles east of 
Arlington, six houses, indading two 
store buildings, were blown from their 
foundations and badly damaged. One 
residence was set on fire bV lightning 
and oonaidenbly damaged. The reason 
no lives were lost or persons hurt is that 
nearly everyone has an anderground 
stormhouse, and these wnre sought 
when the stonn doad was aeen ap- 
proaching. 

From Richland, Weatherford, Itasca, 
Ennis. Willis Fdnt, MoKinney, Cran- 
dall, Coraicana, Gainesville, Terrell and 
other towns within a radius of 70 miles 
come reports of heavy wind and terrific 
downpour of rain, doing more of less 
damage at all these places and especial- 
ly to the ripening grain and other 
growing crops. 

At Hearne, Tex., a hard rain and 
windstorm did considerable damage. 
The Hearne and Brazos Valley ronnd- 
hou.so was blown down and the seed- 
iiouse of the oilmill was anroofed. 
Bryan Herd's ooUOB OfflO* was blown 
from its blocks. 

TWO MIW CR U8HID TO DEATH. 
Vaaks Van Tbruugh Five stwrias of a Vow 

Bolldlns. 

New Tobx, Jnne 4. — Five enomioaa 
tanks containing 18.000 gallons of water, 
feu Ave stories through the new boild- 

ing of David S. Brown & Company, 
soap maimfacturers at Twelfth avenue, 
Fifty-flrst and Fifty-Second streets, 
yesterday, burying two men under 
thoufiands of ttms of debris. 

The body of William Fraser. 40 years 
old, a surveyor in the employ ot the 
Otis Electric company, was taken from 
the ruins in the afternoon. 

Jacob Jaoobson. a carpenter, is miss- 
ing. 

The place was nearly ready for oo- 
oajpanoy. The tanks were to have con- 
tained soap fat. They were put in by 
the Ooteenlle iron works of Cotesville, 
Pennsylvania. 

Alexander Brown, the brick contrao- 
tor; Henxj F. Kilbom, the architect, 
and Aiohie Hamilton, iiospector for the 
iron work oontraotorsi were arrested 
charged with homicide. It was claimed 
by an expert that the mortar nied in 
construction waa nothing more than 
mud. 

There were 15 men in the Imilding 
at the time of the accident. > °Th9re was 
not a second's warning of the fall of 
the tanks. They had been fllling with 
water for testing and were nearly full. 

The tanks were each 13 by 18 feet 
square by 20 feet in height. They were 
niade of sheet iron and were a qtiarter 
of an inch thick. At the fall of the 
tanlui they carried down iron girders 
and beams a foot in width and four 
inches in thickness, snapping them as 
if they were pipestems. There was no 
stopping as they struck the fl(H)rs in 
succession, so euurmous was the weight 
of the tanka.

CHEYENNE INDIAN TR0U3LE. 

No Raeeat Outbreaks, bnt the itltnatloa Is 

Critical. 

M1LE8 City, Mon., Jane 4.— Sheriff 
Qibb has returned from the Cheyenne 
agency. The Indian situation, he says, 
is very grave indeed. Ee reports MO 
or more Indians off the reservation and 
scattered on the hills. Their war whoop 
can be heard freqaoutly, and the danc- 
ing continues. Old settlers look for 
trouble. The sheriff's posse, 300 strong, 
under command of Stock Inspector 
Smith and Captain Brown, are now 
stationed in small ntunbers in and about 
the settlementa near the reservation, to 
protect the remaining settlen and pre- 
vent the deaftroyinf of property by the 
Indians. 

Indian Agent Stoooh woald not de- 
liver the prisoner, Badger, up to the 
sheriff when called upon to do so, say- 
ing he was afraid, or he would escort 
Badgar off the reaervation Friday, with 
troops, and deUver him to the authori- 
ties. The sheriff nlaoed Captain Stouch 
under arrest, bnt left Urn at liberty un- 
til summoned bv County Attorney Por- 
ter. The sherilr also has a warrant for 
Captain Beid. who has charge of the 
troops fnun Fort Ooater, located at the 
reservation. It ia not known among the 
Indians in the hills that Badcer is in 
the gnardhoase. When this Becomes 
known and he is removed from the res- 
ervation, it is feared the Indians will 
make a break to recover him if possible. 

If this is done, there will be great 
loss of life on both sides. The sheriff 
brought in (>rders for a large amount of 
ammtiuition and rifles and another 
posse of 100 or more will be formed and 
accompany him back to the reservation. 

County Attorney T J. Porter has re- 
ceived information from Governor 
Smith that he directed the sheriff to 
take a posse of all citizens that can bo 
obtained, e.xhanst all me.'ins to secure a 
Fulflcient jmsse to t nforce the service of 
warrants, botli on the Indian authori- 
ties and Indian Aeont Stouch, and that 
the militia will l>e ordered out if neces- 
sary, say in that the law must bo en- 
forced with caatiou and firmness. 

PEACE CONVE NTION.

Bsploelon of a Bolter. 

Ripley, O., June 4.— A terrible boiler 
explosion occurred at the coal elevator 
at East Kipley, owned by Albert White. 
The boiler was old and badly worn, and 
suddenly gave way, destroying the 
building, and carrying pieces of the 
boiler a long distance.

Judge Wall and L. W. Itobertson, Esq., 
appeared for the Maysville, Orangeburg 
and Mt. Carmel Turnpike Company and 
asked the city to donate or surrender its 
twenty-three shares oi stock in said pike 
in order that the road could be Iriised 
and sold to the county and made a free 
road. Judge Wall sUted that the com 
pany was offered $15,000 for the roa<l a 
year ago by the county, but refused it 
Now it had agreed to sell for f 7,530 at 
the end of a year. A resolution to sur 
render the tw^enty-three shares was pre- 
sented and adopted by a vote of 11 to 1, 
Mr. Heiser castitig the nay vote. 

Mr. A. M. J. Oochran appeared for the 
street railway company and stated that 
the company contemplated opening a 
park near the stable in the Sixth ward 
where a merry-go-round would be oper- 
ated and other amusements provided. 
An ordinance licensiog such parks was 
presented and adopted under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. The annual license 
was fixed at $10. 

Dr. John O'Brien was allowed $10 for 
services to the Chain children while they 
were sick with fever. 

The ordinance adopted at laat meeting 
fixing the number of council men of this 
city, their pay, time and manner of elec- 
tion was vetoed by the Mayor, for the 
reaaon that the ordinance makes the 
Mayor a member of Council which was 
contrary to the charter and constitution. 
The motion adopting said ordinance was 
reconsidered, and it was then amended to 
remedy the troqble and readopted. 

The action of the Mayor in furnishing a 
round trip pass for Clarence Hicks to 
Chicago in order that he might receive 
treatment at iba Fastaor Inatitata was 
approved. . 

Dr. Smith stated that subscriptions had 
been secured to erect a fountain on the 
Market street esplanade, provided the 
city would improve the space, and that 
said imjirovement could be made with 
concrete for about $HioO. The matter was 
continued in the hands of the committee. 

The application of the C. and O. Rail- 
road Company for permission to lay a 
third track on Third street. Fifth ward, 
was rejected. 

In regard to the erection of safety gates 
and electrtc bells at certain of the rail- 
road crossings in Fifth and Sixth wards, 
the committee reported adversely on the 
a]ip!icatiiin of the C. and 0.

The assessment in as returned by 
the Assessor was $2,09J,147. Net increase 
by the Board $24,920, making the total 
assessment last year 12,717,097. The as- 
sessment this year is $79,322 less than 
last year's figures. 

An ordinance leveying taxes for this 
year was presented and adopted under a 
suspension of the rules. The levy is the 
same as last year and is as follows : 

For taking up outstanding indebted- 
ness, 25 cents on $100. (This does not ap- 
ply to the Sixth ward.) 

For general purposes, 75 cents on $100.

Fur taking up outstanding indebted- 
ness incurred since the Sixth ward be- 
came a part of the city, 10 cents on $100.

The Committee in Ways and Means to 
whom was referred the adjustment of the 
"Greenwood Library Fund" presented its 
report, which was adopted. The report 
states that the city is indebted to the 
fund in the sum of $3,350, including in- 
terest to July 1st, 1807. The committee 
recommended : 1. That the Treasurer and 
his successors open and keep open a sep- 
arate and disHnct account under the 
name of "Greenwood Library Fund," and 
un July 1, 1897, to place to the credit of 
said account $.",000, which sum is to bear 
0 per cent, interest, the interest to be 
credited to the account semi-annually. As 
thd intere-it falls due, it is to be expended 
in the purchase of books, which are to be 
numbered aud labeled "Donated by the 
Greenwood Library Fund," the books so 
purchased to be placed with the Mason 
County Hintorieal Society, and preserved 
intact for a public library. 2. The Pret-i- 
dent of Council for remainder of this year 
and in January each succeeding year 
shall appoint a committee of three— one 
from the Council, one from the trus- 
tees of the Mason County Historical So- 
ciety and one from the city's Board of 
Education,— and this committee shall ex- 
pend the balance of $350 due the fund 
and the semi-annual interest as it falls 
due in the purchase of books as above 
provided.

in the Howard yards in this city. Eight 
big boats, half of th(;m steel halls, aud 
half of them wooden, are nnder way, 
and two others have Jtut been laanched 
and sent to thetr daatinatlan. Among 
the steel steamera are twoenonnoaa 
Mississippi dredge boata for the United 
States government which wlU ooat 
over $100,000 when finished. 

Altogether the work in sight and 
Inst finished at the yards will amoant 
in value to over $500,000, and Captain 
Howard is hostling for more with fine 
prospects. In fact, he is known to 
nave enoogh in view to keep his fall 
force of men employed all the '<^<"g 
winter, weather permitting. 

A strange fact in connection with this 
ia that the ship-btiilding industry is not 
protected by one cent of tariff, w^hile the 
men employed in it ore all well paid 
and all nigh-priced mechanics— better 
paid, in fact, than the men in the pro- 
tected industries of the gas belt. No 
dollar-a-day men are employed by 
Howard. 

It is also strange that while railroads 
are refusing to build cars and trying to 
get alouK with worn-out rolling stock, 
thus condemning the carworks every- 
where to idleness and low wages, the 
fiteaniboat interest shoultl be bO lively, 
in spite of the alleged depression in 
transportation. 

Not only are the yards here very busy, 
but tlie ^^adi80U yards are also turning 
out some big boats, and have just length- 
ened a big side-wheel steamer, the City 
of Monroe, for the St. Louis Anchor 
line.
